HOUSTON, Texas, March 28—(#)—H. R. Cullen, oilman philan- 
thropist of Houston, late Friday doubled his and his wife’s announced 
gift to various causes, bringing the estimated value to $160,000,000. 

He made the announcement when directors of the Houston 
Chamber of Commerce dropped into his office to thank him for 
his generosity. He said he and Mrs. Cullen would put twice as 
much oil property into their gift as previously announced.

British Reported Ready To Seal Off Palestine 


LONDON, March 28—(4)—Authoritative sources reported Fri- 
day the British cabinet had approved far-reaching plans to seal off 
Palestine from an expected Summer rush .to that country by thou- 
sands of Europe’s displaced Jews. 

These plans were taken back to Jerusalem Friday by Gens. 
Sir Alan Cunningham and G. H. A. McMillan, High Commissioner 
and Military Commander for Palestine. 

Camps in Cyprus, now housing 11,000 Jews, have been enlarged 
to accommodate 22,000, and facilities may be set up in KefRiya Col- 
ony, East Africa, to house apprehended immigrants if the total 
swells beyond 22,000.

British officials admitted they had been unable for some weeks 
to meet the daily ration of 1,550 calories, with some places receiv- 
ing as little as 800.

Miners ‘Murdered’ by Krug ‘Negligence —Lewis 
WASHINGTON, March 28—(4)—John. L. Lewis declared Friday 

that the 111 miners feared dead in the Centralia (Ill.) Coal Com- 
pany mine blast were “murdered because of the criminal negligence 
of J. A. Krug.” 

Lewis told a Senate committee that Krug, the Secretary of the 
Interior and Federal Coal Mines Administrator, had failed to “en- 
force the laws, the safety code of the industry which he negotiated 
with this witness.” 

Krug, when advised of Lewis’ statement, declined to comment. 

At Centralia, rescue workers, chancing injury and possible 
death themselves, found the Bodies of 11 more dead in the mine 
as the toll rose toward the predicted 111. 

The new find placed at 78 the number of known dead, 53 of 
whom have been identified and brought to the surface. Of the 
remainder of 142 men in the mine at the time. of the blast 33 re 
mained unaccounted for and 31 were rescued.

It Confirms Our Faith 


Friday's Gallup Poll confirms our 
faith in the common good sense of the 
average American. Not only does the most 
recent public opinion survey show that 
President Truman’s proposal to aid Greece 
and Turkey has the backing of the ma- 
jority but it also reveals that less than 
one-third believe such a policy is likely 
to lead to war. And it should be remem- 
bered that the-poll was conducted in the 
midst of rising hysteria against Russia and 
Communism. It is hysteria based partly 
on fear, partly on uncertainty, but mostly, 
it seems, on the normal restlessness that 
follows in the wake of a major war. 


While The Constitution does not seek 
to minimize the possibility that the Soviet 
in the future may constitute a threat to 
American safety, it seems to us that the 
present open and sometimes careless talk 
of immediate conflict is based solely upon 
emotionalism. There is little factual basis 
for such prophecy. Even so, the United 
States must always be prepared for any 
eventuality, political or militarg.

The Soviet Union is virtually on her 
knees as a result of the war recently 
closed. She lost about 10,000,000 people 
in that war, not to mention the devasta- 
tion wreaked upon her budding industry 
by the invading Nazis. Russia’s produc- 
tion capacity, particularly in the heavy 
industries group so essential to waging a 
war, is not comparable to that of the 
United States. She is putting forth Her- 
culean efforts to remedy that defect and 
one of tre largest items in her budget for 
the year is aimed in that direction. But 
it will be several years, at least, before 
industrial production in the Soviet is 
equal to that of this country, even on 
basis of our current capacity. 


But Russia has more troubles than are 
told in cold statistics. Her people subsist 
on a standard of living that is unimag- 
inable even to the poorest American. In- 
vading Russian soldiers were surprised 
and shocked to find that the standards of 
living in the European countries they over- 


ran were far higher than theirs at home. 
They had been led to believe that their 
country was better off than the rest of 
the world and when they found from ac- 
tual experience such was not the case, 
their faith in the Soviet suffered a setback. 
That condition is reflected in the fact that 
there are 7,000 Red army deserters now 
interned in a prison camp at Gues- 
trow in Eastern Mecklenburg. They, and 
thousands of others who have not been 
apprehended, deserted because they did 
not wart to return to Russia under the 
rotation system. So fearful has the Red 
army become that its men will be “con- 
taminated” by foreign ideas that the ten- 
ure of occupation service for a soldier has 
been reduced to three or four months.

No man can say with precision what 
internal situation confronts the Soviet. 
There have been rumors of mass unrest 
but they are, for the most part, unveri- 
fied. It is known that Stalin is getting 
old and is in poor health. There have 
been predictions but no one can say who 
will take his place when. he dies, nor what 
effect the change may have on the coun- 
try. The Communist party in Russia num- 
bers only about 3,000,000—roughly 1 per- 
cent of the population. Whether the party 
can continue its dictatorship over the lives 
of the masses in the face of infiltration of 
Western ideas cannot be answered now 
or in a year and probably not in five 
years. 

But Russia is in no condition to fight 
a war. Her only hope for world dominion, 
if that is what she seeks, lies in infiltra- 
tion tactics such as she is attempting in 
Greece and Turkey and which the United 
States is ‘definitely out to stymie. 

It is a credit to the average American 
that he is aware that Russia offers no 
immediate armed threat to America. Fri- 
day’s Gallup Poll reflects a type of dis- 
cernment which is possible only in a free 
people possessing free access to all the 
facts. And, as we Said, the poll strength- 
ens our faith in the ordinary common 
sense of the people. 


Greater Atlanta Planning Board 


Acting Gov. Thompson has signed a 
measure of almost unprecedented impor- 
tance to Atlanta and the vast area about 
it, including cities incorporated and com- 
munities without charter. 


It was the bill creating a metropolitan 
planning board, long sought by the Cham- 
bers of Commerce of Atlanta and Deca- 
tur. The commission to be created will 
include members from Atlanta, Fulton 
‘County, Decatur and DeKalb, 


They will be responsible for develop- 
ing a “master plan” for the entire metro- 
politan area. The plan will have no en- 
forcement teeth, but they will not be 
necessary since the commission is com- 
posed of men representing the thought 
and wishes of their communities. 


Those with eyes may see that the met- 


ropolitan area is growing and that we 
are destined to be a community of more 
than 1,000,000 within a relatively few 
years. 

It is not a time for county vs. city jeal- 
ousies, or county vs. ‘county contention. 
Each has its legitimate interests. But we 
trust the commission will enable us to 
rise above unworthy partisanships. 

This may be a good time for those 
thinking fearfully of annexation plans 
to remember that coming’ into the city 
will not increase tax costs and that all 
who make their living in or near Atlanta 
must be sure that the city is allowed to 
expand and develop so as to keep pace 
with the future. All of us have an invest- 
ment in the continued growth and pros- 
perity of Atlanta. We must build and 
plan for tomorrow as well as today.

For Her Palm Trees 


MIAMI—The palm trees are everywhere. They 
line the streets and avenues, they are the domi- 
nant note in the home gardens and the public 

show places. Royal palms, coconut palms, cabbage palms and other 
varieties. 

It was late at night. We turned a corner and our host for the 
evening, driving, had to turn quickly to avoid hitting a huge city 
truck loaded with palm fro , 


“These palm trees are picturesque,” commented said host, “‘but 
they cost the city of Miami a lot\\of money annually. Just gather- 
ing the fallen fronds and the fWlen coconuts and hauling them 
away.” 


All varieties drop their fronds, but the coconut palms are the 
worst. They drop the big nuts as/well as the fronds, and they 
seem to lose those fronds more eagily and more frequently than, 
for instance, the royal palms. Let/there come a little breeze, just 
a pleasant, gentle wind, and the fgllen fronds are everywhere. 


While my host speculated on the cost to the city of 
Heavy, Too removal of the fronds and nuts, I began to wonder 
if there are any considerable number of human casualties. A solid 
coconut, dropped from a height of 20 feet:or more, is nothing to 
laugh away if it happens to hit on your head. I can easily imagine 
a cracked skull under such circumstances. 


Nor is one of the big fronds any light affair. They are big and 
they, too, are heavy. And their stems are solid. I dragged one 
out of the driveway of the home where we are staying, yesterday, 
and it was no gentle leaf.

Pollution 
Of French Justice 


WASHINGTON—By ‘a strange turn of fate 

Camille Chautemps, the prewar Premier of 

France now living in exile in this country, has 

just been convicted under a law which he himself once put through 
the French Chamber of Deputies. 


-Tried in absentia by a purge court at Versailles, he has been 
found guilty of committing acts “harmful to his country’s national 
dignity” and has been sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. 


The purgé court also sentenced the former Premier to “national 
indignity” for life. He suffers the added penalty of having all of 
his property confiscated, with his rights of citizenship taken away. 


The offense charged against him is that, as Minister of State in 
the first government of Marshal Petain after the fall of Paris in 
June, 1940, he was guilty of collaboration with the Germans. 
Tainted When the facts in the case are considered one does 

not eagily escape the conclusion that French justice is 
still tainted with a certain national hysteria that comes as hang- 


over from the terrible days of German occupation. 


The French purge court is evidently out to make a scapegoat 
of every one who was identified with the Vichy Government dur- 
ing the period that constitutes such a sorry chapter in French his- 
tory—the period of the Nazi occupation: 


Dr. Chautemps was Vice President of France at the time of the 
downfall. When the Daladier Government fell and the aged Mar- 
shal Petain was called upon to take over and deal with the Ger- 
mans, Chautemps was brought into the new Vichy regime as Min- 
ister of State. In that post he served from June until August. 


Petain in time became a puppet of the Nazi conquerors, as did 
the arch Quisling, Pierre Laval. For their crimes against France 
both were tried after the liberation. Laval was shot as a traitor, 
while the aged Marshal was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

3ut no such offense can be rightly charged to Dr. Chautemps. 
After seeing the sorry way things were going at Vichy he fled the 
country. Nor did he tarry long in France under the Vichy regime.. 


after the French downfall in 
June, that he gathered his family together, including 
a baby in arms, and escaped to North Africa. From there he put 
his: family aboard a small fishing vessel and made the perilous 
voyage to Lisbon. Thence he made his way to the United States, 
where he has remained ever since. 

Once he arrived in Washington, Dr. Chautemps immediately 
placed himself at the disposal of the State Department. Sumner 
Wells, then Undersecretary, was so impressed with the information 
he brought that he took him to see President Roosevelt. Mr. Roose- 
velt conferred with him several times on the grave war problems 
confronting the world. 
Prodded by the Germans, 
ordered his diplomatic passport 
was brought to White House attention, 
restored. , 

Subsequently when the United States was drawn into the war 
Dr. Chautemps volunteered his services with thes-American Army, 
He was rejected only because of his advanced age. 

None of this bears any earmarks of the act of a collaborator. A 
man does not flee his own country with his entire family in a 
perilous passage to foreign shores without cause. Had he been a 
collaborator he would have remained in France tp accept the fruits 
of collaboration. 

Yet he has been tried in absentia and convicted. 
tice has become polluted with dementia hysteria. 

Quite naturally Dr. Chautemps did not return to France to face 
trial. He had seen how this same hysteria had convicted other men 
of fancied crimes. He preferred to remain in the country which nag 
been his refuge since the fall of France. .
